REQUEST FOR REFUND 



Sir: 



In connection with the above-identified application, Applicant requests a 
refund of $320.00 and $500.00 for appeal fees paid on August 7, 2007 and November 17, 
2008, respectively, in connection with the above-identified application. It is requested that 
the refund be applied as a credit to Deposit Account 50-3939. The reason for the requested 
refund follows. 

Applicants filed the first Notice of Appeal in this case on January 3, 2003, 
and paid the fee of $320.00 at that time. On August 7, 2007, Applicants filed a second 
Notice of Appeal and paid a fee of $500.00. On November 17, 2008, Applicants filed a 
third Notice of Appeal and paid a fee of $540.00. Pursuant to MPEP § 1204.01, however, 



the fee for a Notice of Appeal is paid only once unless a final decision is granted by the 
Board of Appeals. Thus, the additional fees paid on August 7, 2007 and November 17, 
2008, are overpayments, in excess of the amount required to make up for the increase in 
the appeal fee in the intervening period. 

As evidence of the overpayments, please see the attached copy of the first 
Notice of Appeal, on which the appeal fee paid is shown on the bottom of the first page 
(this was before electronic filing). See also the attached second Notice of Appeal, and the 
corresponding Electronic Patent Application Fee Transmittal. Note that a fee of $500.00 
was charged, although the amount due for the appeal fee was the $180.00, the difference 
between the appeal fee originally paid and the amount of the fee when the second Notice of 
Appeal was filed, an overpayment of $320.00. Finally, see also the third Notice of Appeal, 
and a corresponding Electronic Patent Application Fee Transmittal. Note that a fee of 
$540.00 was charged, although the amount due for the appeal fee at that time was 
$40.00,an overpayment of $500.00. 

Accordingly, Applicants hereby request a refund of the $320.00 and
